AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 33 OF THE 
MUNICIPAL CODE OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE 


WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has adopted Chapter 33 
of the Municipal Code regarding the use of buildings, 
structures and land within the city, and, 

WHEREAS, a proposed amendment as herein set out has 
been made. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Section 33-14(F)(8) Chapter 33 of the 
Municipal Code is hereby deleted and replaced by the 
following: 


a. Primary and/or secondary development plans shall be 
submitted and accompanied with an application on forms 
prescribed by the Plan Commission, complete with the 
signature of 100% of the owners of record of the tract 
involved, and shall have been prepared in accordance with 
the provisions of this Ordinance as well as the 
recommendations of the preapplication discussion. After 
approval of the Primary Development plan is granted by the 
Commission, any amendments thereto made prior to Secondary 
Development Plan approval by the Commission shall be shown 
on a form prescribed by the Commission and shall contain the 
signature of the original developers (or successors to the 
original developers) and need not contain signatures of all 
real property owners within the development. After 
Secondary Development Plan approval is granted by the 
Commission, then further amendments thereto shall be shown 
on a form prescribed by the Commission and shall contain the 
signatures of the owners of fifty percent (50%) of the land 
area contained in the Secondary Development Plan. The 
individual or entity filing to amend a Secondary Development 
Plan, must place on notice by certified return receipt 
requested mail all of the owners of record of the real 
estate contained in the development whose signatures do not 
appear on the Amended Plan, and shall file the return 
receipts with the Commission. 


SECTION 2. All other items and provisions of 
Chapter 33 of the Municipal Code are hereby ratified and 


affirmed. 
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SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force 


and effect from and after its passage and signing by the 


Mayor.

Discussion (Including relationship to other Council actions) 


18 April 1988 - Public Hearing 


Greg Purcell stated that staff had discovered 


in about 3 cases recently that our ordinance 
provides that all of the owners of property 
in a shopping center district must sign the 


petition to amend the plan. He stated that 
if the property is owned separately that one 
individual property owner can stop a petition 
from coming before the Plan Commission. He 
stated that this requirement can hold the 
whole development hostage and they did not 
feel that was fair. He stated they look for 
models by which to change that condition. 

He stated one such model was a rezoning 
petition, which only requires 50% of the 
property owners of the area to sign the 
petition. He stated that they felt that 

was a good model, so they were suggesting 

to the Commission an amendment to that 

effect for shopping centers. The ordinance 
would be changed to require only 50% of the 
area supporters sign a petition for amendment 
of a planned shopping center. 


There was no one else present who wished 
to speak in favor of or in opposition to the 
proposed amendment.
